British, English Daimler and the 
De Lucca-Daimlg, the Napier and 
the Crossley, and his cars have been 
winners: of the Dewar trophy in 
England. In the United States he 
has been chiefly connected with 
Cadillac design and later with the 
Lafayette. Present residence in

Automobile Trade Journal. 


Engineers of outstanding ability, 
Canadian-trained, are looking 
towards the development of the 
industries’ and ‘natural resources 
of Canada so that they can come 
back. In fact, several prominent 
engineers have come back to Gan- 
ada during the past few months. 
An outstanding instance of this is 
Mr. D. McCall White, a Scotch- 
man by birth, who, after serving 
as Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Cadillac Motor 
Company and more recently as 
Vice-President and General Man- 
ager of the Lafayette Motor Com- 
pany, ‘has announced his accept- 
ance of an executive position with 
Brooks Steam Motors, Limited, 
whose President, Mr. O. J. Brooks, 
had searched the ranks of execu- 
tives in Canada, the United 
States, England and Europe. One 
of the remarkable things regard-
